The word went round 
that the man was an intrader, and one of the 
committee of arrangements was sent to know 
his Lusiness there and how he came to be dis- 
turbing the meeting.

paper was immediately hustled toward the 
door. He resisted and fought with the tenacity 
and ccurage of a bulldog. Two or three stal- 
wart police were called to the scene and the 
intruder was dragged outside the building. 
His pockets were stuffed with circulars, and as 
the c flicers shook him into submission a shower 
of red handbills fell from the folding of his 
clothes. These circulars read as follows: 

By Irishmen, Ireland will be free. No home 
rule. Total separation, vothing else. Dynamite 
is the indigestible pill for John Bull.

No one knew what the last three letters rep- 
resented, and when the dynamiter was asked 
to explain he wonld oir no explanation, and 
the patrol took him to the armory. Toa re- 
porter be said bis name was Fl itzpatrick, and 
that he was a painter by trade. 

“Yes, ’m a dynamiter,” said he, “and I’ve 
been one all my life. I believe in dynamite as 
the cniy power for Ireland. Won’t England 
rejoice when if reaches that country that an 
irishman was locked up in Chicago for preach- 
ing dynamite.”

law. 

The plan of operation of the “line was, it is 
said, to bills tho corn from East St. Louis to 
Atlantic coast peints, stop iten route at Louis- 
ville, and deliver it to the owner at that point, 
taking only its own percentage of the through 
rate for the haul instead of the tariff to Louis- 
ville proper. The Louisville rate is 12 centsa 
hundred, and the proportion of the through 
grain rate belonging to the roads between 
Louisville and East St. Louis is 8 cents. 

It is asserted that two charges will be filed

The Limited Time in Which Contestants 
Can File Papers. 
WASHINGTON, May 10 —The law passed by 
the last congress to regulate congressional elec- 
tion contests allow thirty days after the filing 
of a certificate of electien for the contestant to 
give notice of a contest, thirty days for the 
contestee to reply, and thirty days for the 
taking of testimony, which shall be forwarded 
to the clerk ofthe house without unnecessary 
delay. This testimony has been received by 
the clerk of the house in the contested case of 
McDuffie against Davidson, of Alabams; 
Worthington Post, of  Iili- 
nois: Lowry White, of 
Indiana; Frank vs. Glover, of Missouri, and 
Smalls vs. Elliott, of South Carolina. The 
time limitation has not yet expired in the New 
Hampshire case of Haynes against McKenzie, 
In the case of Theobe against Carlisle, the 
period within which testimony must be taken 
ended on the 25th ultimo, but no testimony has 
been received by General Clark, clerk of the 
house, General Clark says there may have 
been some delay in forwarding testimony, al- 
though he has not beon apprised of any.

The burned district covers nearly ten acres 
on both sides of Mascoma river and on both 
tides of Mascoma, High, Mill and Havover 
streets.

| SOUTHERN BAPTIST CONVENTION. 


The Temperance Report Adopted--Appoint- 
ment of Mission Boards. 

LovIsvVILLE, May 10,—The last day’s session 

of the southern Baptist convention opened with 


up later in the day, General Green Clay 
Smith’s report of the previous day from the 
| temperance committee was adoped, after some 
sharp debate upon the clause, “Liquor asa 
beverage,” A number of delegates held that 
intoxicating liquors should not beallowed even 
as & medicine, : 

Dr J. D. Renfro, of Alabama, read the re- 
port of the committee on systematic benevo- 
lence. It urged that the chief purpose was to 
secure the blessing of regular and cheerfal 
giving for every member of the Baptist charch 
inthe south. It recommended complete co- 
operation between the convention and state 
conventions and general associations. It re- 
commended that state organizations use every 
effurt to eecure the pledged smount 
by contributions from every mem- 
ber, weekly or monthly; that 
state beards be appointed and church meetings 
for mission and benevolent work be appointed 
for every fifth Saturday and Sunday in the 
even months of the year; that pastors 
be given es much freedom for the 
work of promoting systematic benevolence as 
poersible,and appropriate committees of this 
convention be instructedto devote themselves 
to this work. 

After a long discussion the report was 
adopted. 

The report of the committee on the co-oper- 
ation of the home mission board with the 
state mission beard was read by Rey. N. A. 
Bailey, of Florida. 1t stated that under the 
present form of constitution, states co-opera- 
ting directly with the general boardsdo not 
receive a fair representation in the conven- 
tion; therefore gt recommended an awend- 
ment tothe constitution of the convention, 
giving in eddition to the present representa- 
tion to each state in the convention one dele- 
gate for each $50 spent for missions within its 
own bounds. 

Rey. J. B. Eagle, of Arkansas, made a mi- 
bority report, retaining present basis of repre- 
scDtation.

FISSURES IN THE EARTH. 


Result of the Earthquake in Arizona and 
New Mexico. 

Tucson, Ari, May 10.—R. J. Kerr has re- 
turned from a trip to Tresalamo, in Santa 
Pedro valley. He reports the earthquake 
fissure to be not Jess than twenty-five miles 
long. It extended but a short distance below 

3enson to fifteen miles below Tresalamo. At 
the eurface the fissure varies in width from 
six to eighteen inches. On onesidethe earth 
bassunk several inches and at places along the 
crack, water burst forth but afterward ceased 
flowing. The crack in many places is atill 
open to the depth of several feet. 

From Empire ranch, seventy miles south of 
here, a fissue is also reported. Reliable infor- 
mation states that when the earth opened, wa- 
ter and mud were thrown to a great height. 
One spring in that vicinity went dry and two 
others doubled their volume of water, but on 
cessation of the disturbance the‘ dry spring 
commeneed flowing, andin the other two the 
water diminished to its former state. 


EARTHQUAKES IN MEXICO. 


Large Bodies of Rocks Fall From the 
Mountains. 

SAN Francisco, May 10.—A special from 
Guaymas, Mexico, dated yesterday, says: 
Shocks continue at Ares, many buildings have 
been cracked and rendered unsafe. Nobody 
has been hurt, but the inhabitants are leaving 
as fast as porsible. A large slice of a mountain 
fell down with a terrible crash. The friction 
of the rocks ignited the woods and caused the 
belief that a volcano had broken out. At the 
Delicias, Sante Elena mine, the earthquake 
caused a great panic. The whole hill fell 
down, scattering rocks among 150 persens, but 
fortunately nobody was hurt. Districts beyond 
telegraphic communication have not yet been 
heard from. The authorities are awaiting the 
arrival of couriers.

The Pall Malt 
Gazette publishes a series of admirable forgeries 
purporting to be letters signed by _Dillon, 
Healy, O’Brien and other Irish patriots, ex- 
pressing sympathy with the Phcenix park mur- 
ders, and apologizing to Carey for having been 
forced to denounce them in parliament. The 
Pall Mall Gazette concludes by stating, in the 
words of the Times, that they have many more 
of such letters in reserve, and that they are, in 
fact, prepared to supply them to purchasers at 
so much a letter. Of course, henceforth it will 
be impossible to treat the Times furgery seri- 
ously.

THE ATHENS ROW. 
The Better Class of Students Disowning Par- 

A ticipation, 

THENS, Ga,, May 10,— Special. ]—Man 
students bave expressed me ote peste 
ments in yegard to the late outbreak, and it is 
reported that the principal and teachers of ths 
Lucy Cobb institute have been aszured by 
many of the young men that they were not 
engaged in the disturbance and did not approve 
it. Several of the professors yesterday, befora 
beginning recitations, referred to the matter 
and gravely denounced it and plainly told the 
young men that they were greatly injuring 
themselves and the university by sucn im- 
preper manifestations. The students have 
had eeveral meetings in regard tothe affair, 
and resolutions condemning the whole affair 
and denying certain allegations were drawn u p 
sud passed. These resolutions are in a general 
Way expressive of sorrow that anything of the 
kind should have happened and assure all the 
paities who suffered by their conduct that ev- 
c1ything was intended in fan. 

The students deny having thrown stones 
over in the institute yard. They admit hav- 
ing thrown rocks at the police. They deny 
also having used improper language near the 
institute. In regard to defacing the property 
belonging to the institute, a prominent soph- 
more told THe ConsTITUTION today that the 
great mass of the students were not to blame 
for this; that this work wes due to five or six 
students who, by their persistent bad conduct, 


made the others bear unjustly what they en-— 


tirely deserved and were alone responsible for. 
He said they are well-known stadents,but have 
no conception of what is gentlemanly aad 
proper. It would surprise some people to know 
who they really are. This institute is careful- 
ly waiched every night now, and it is not like. 
ly that the shrubbery or statuary will again be 
defaced, Thesentiment of the better class of 
the boys is against vandalism, and if the few 
referred todo notholdup in their disgracaful 
work their own  feilows will take 
them in charge. A student 
remarked today that the carse of enmity be- 
tween students and police wasduo to the un- 
warraptable arrest of one of their number. 
They were willing to be responsible for their 
deeds when the affair was legal and proper, but 
that ibe policeman without authority or jas- 
tice endeavored toarrest a student hence the 
row. 

The whole trouble bas simmerad down, and 
everything isfquiet, the special police officer 
at the institute still remainiag on guard. 

AS TOLD BY THE STUDENTS. 

The students of the university in the inter- 
est oi truth and justics, desire to submit their 
version of the so-called riot of lust Satarday 
ni ht, as flows: 

‘he students on last Saturday night left the 
Salvation Army ball and anarched orderly to 
the campus, singing some of the army songa, 
No sticks were thrown at the police, aud ifany 
rocks the action was not countenanced. They 
did enter the armory, take out the guns and 
marched quietly upto Cobbham. Taoy miie 
no jJoud or boisterous noise, neither did tasy 
frighten any one. They had no desire todo 
so. They marched quietly to the Lucy Cobb 
institute, gave three cheers for the occupan:s, 
aiter which they returmcd by the home institu- 
tion giving three cheers for that school 
also. They thon marched qnietly 
back to the campus and pnt their 
gunsin thearmory. No disorder was created 
off the campus. and very little was to b9 
heard there. Thoafiair was not caused by 
the action of the grandtiary. The subjoined 
letter from the principalef the Lucy Cobb In- 
stitute, isa conclusive answer to your Athens 
correspondent, who so grossly misrepresented 
the true facts cf the case:

At a called meeting ofthe citizens of At: } 


Janta, Georgia, August 27th, 1886, to take 
into consideration the necessity and impor- 
tance of the encouragement of manufactures, 
his Hon. George Hillyer, chairman, it was 
resolved that a committee of fifty be ap- 
pointed to formulate a plan for the organiza- 
tion of a body to be known as The Atlanta 
Manufacturers’ association. 

A committee of fifty leading citizens rep- 
resenting the various interests of the city 
was appointed by bis honor, the mayor, and 
reported as follows: 

Your committee, after a fulland careful con- 
sideration of the subject matter referred to them, 
being strongly impressed with the importance and 
necessity of an earnest, living support of the mannu- 
facturing interests that we now have,as wellas 
the active and practical encouragement of new 
manufacturivg interests, beg leave to recommend 
the organization of our manufacturers, merchants, 
bankers and business men generally, into a body 
io be known as The Atlanta Manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation. 

The objects of the association to be the gathering 
and collecting by the secretary allthe data attain- 
able in connection with the manufacturing inter- 
ests ofthe @ty, the special lines of manutactures 
most needed and best suited for this locality: 
manufacturing sites and their value: conduct cor- 
respondence with parties desiring information: to 
receive and assist parties who may visit us with 
the intention of investing and locating with us; to 
aid our own manufacturers in their etforts to ex- 
tend their area of trade: and especially to invite 
new enterprisesand aid in their location with us: 
in a word, to do anything and everythiug possible 
to advance the interests of Atlanta, 

We trust that the foregoing fully explains 
the objects of the association. Ja anawer to 
the question, ‘‘What has the association ac- 
complished ?’’ we quote from the second 
quarterly report of the secretary, March 21st, 
187: 

“The association in the short spaceof six months 
has been instrumental in establishing eight new 
enterprises with an aggregate capitalof overa 
quarter ofa millionof dollars, employing over i00 
operatives, and the direct means of increasing our 
population over 2,000 people.’ 

“Placing the average valua of the product of 
each operative at $2,000 per annum—a low esti- 
mate—we have $800,000 in new values as the ra-ult 
of the work of the asscciation for six months. The 
amount may be safely estimate! at $1,250,000."’ 

‘ The working efliciency of the association has 
been greatly crippled for the want of means.”’ 

The association started ont with 137 mem- 
bers, of whom only §1 have paid their dues; 

Per several months the association has 
been kept alive by the personal contribu- 
tions of its officers. The association should 
have means with which to advertise the or- 
ganization in northern trade journals, show- 
ing Atlanta’s superior advantages for diver- 
sified manufactures, and thus secure a 
liberal share of the millions that are flowing 
south for investments in competing cities. . 

The secretary is now canvassing the city 
for an increase of membership, and it is to 
be boped he will meet with good success. 

With the good work the association has 
cone, Atlanta cannot afford to let it drag for 
want o! proper support.

CABLE SEVERELY CRITICISED. 


An Eminent Louisiana Creole’s Opinion of 
His Stories. 

New Orleans, May 10.—No man in Louisiana 
has attained ahigher position in the eyes of his 
people thau Mr. Charles Gayarre, who still lives in 
New Orleans. He has reached almost his ninetieth 
birthday, yet continues to be a vigorous writer and 
thinker. Not only in politics but in literature has 
his name been honored. His residence is on Prieur 
street between Esplanade and Keleric, am uupre- 
tentious one-story frame cottage. In response toa 
knock at his door, Mme. Gayarre appeared, a petite 
figure, with a smiling face and an amount of 
savoir vivre which made me feel at ease in an in- 
stant, 

I found Judge Gayarre sitting in his front room, 
which served as a parlor and library. Dressed ina 
long woollen dressing-gown, tied at the waist by 
a silk cord, with feet incased in slippers, he looked 
the picture of peaceful old age. Postponing his 
morning cup of coffee, which he was about to take 
when I entered, he began an interesting and anvi- 
mated conversation. His own literary efforts, the 
new touth, old New Orleans, and, at last, Cable’s 
works, were discussed. 

He said: “I could ney®r bring myself to writing 
for money wnen IJ had to sacrifice truth to gain that 
end. When I took my ‘Ferdinand de Lemos’ and 
‘Aubert Dubayet’ to a publisher, he complained 
that they were too truthful and urged me tochange 
them, which I refused todo. ‘Ferdinand de L-- 
mos” sand ‘Aubert Dubaret’” are two novels 
founded on fact. His ‘History of Louisiana’ ia 
three volumes, is a masterpiece of historical liter- 
ature ‘The North American Review sent a corre- 
spondent to New Orleans after the war to find 
some one to write unbiassedly on the southern 
question. After inquiring of many prominent 
persons Judge Gayarre was pronounced by both 
sides to be the person most competent to deal with 
it. For the Review he wrote his treatise upon 
“The Southern Question,’’ which was copied into 


English magazines, and by the people of England. 


was pronounced the only thing ever written which 
fully explained the. subject to them. In speaking 
of his life of Philip. II of Spain, he spoke of Philip’s 
emancipation proclamation to the Moors and how 
Lincoln's, by some. singular coincidence, was al- 
most an exact reproduction of it. He spoke of this 
in his “Philip the Second,”’ but haying placed it 
into the hands of afriend to superintend its pub- 
lication while the author was abroad, the 
portion alludin to the coincidence was 
omitted, through the feeling of the friend that it 
might create some ill feeling, owing to the time at 
which it appeared. During my visit he showed 
me a letter which he had once received from Paul 
Hayne, in whick the poet urged him to correct 
the impressions which Cable’s works had pro- 
duced at the north. ‘You are the only man in the 
south who can answer Cable, and you should do 
it,’’*said Hayne. ‘Judge,what do you think of Cable 
as a writer—as a portrayer of New Orleans life?” I 
touched the mainspring of an interesting conver- 
sation. Turning to his desk near at hand, he 
opened a copy o& ‘'The Grandissimes:’’ readi a 
portion of the first chapter, he stopped; ‘‘Is that 
what people call good English’? All of his wr‘tings 
are full of just such asthis. As correctly written 
works I cannot conceive how they could have had 
any success. As for the truthfulness of his pictures 
of creole life, I can ouly say that they are gross 
misrepresentations. Into ‘the mouths of retined 
foreigners he putsthe miserable patwis of the ne- 
groes and lower classes of mixed blood, when 
those very characters are able to speak their own 
language in all of its perfection. Moreover, the 
patois which he gives out isincorrect. He makes 
our people void of all sense of high morality; void 
of a)l high and pure affections. He filis them 
wieh passion, and only passion. His books are 
full of amachronisms so numerous that | 
cannot mention them here. When Mr. 
Cable’s first works appeared I was_asked by the 
Times Democrat to criticise them. I refused to do 
£0 upon the ground that to criticise them would be 
as great a task as torewrite them. When Mr. Ca- 
ble heard this he came to me to ask why I refused 
to review his works. On that occasion I asked 
him if he knewWintimately two creole families in 
New Orleans; two, to whose houses he had the 
entree so that he might study their individuali- 
ties. Hesaidthat he did{jnot. Can we expect 
such a man to give us correct descriptions of a peo- 
ple whom he has judged only at a distance?’ 
However interesting Mr. Cable’s works may be 


| from a fictitious standpoint, they should no‘ be 


considered faithful pictures of creole men and 
women. Acreole is nol, as sO many snppose, 
necessarily of low birth. The name was given to 
all Americans born in Louisiana of Frenchor Span- 
ish parentage by the San Doiminguan refugees 
who flocked to New Orleans a‘ter the massacre of 
the French in San Domingo. The Acadians who 
left Nova €cotia and settied in Louisiana are not 
called creoles. Judge Gayarre isa Spanish creole; 
his life has been spent in the city of his birth. 
He has seen the city in prosperity and adversity 
in peace and in war, and, being naturally a close 
observer, is thoroughly conversant with every 
phare of its histery and guards jealousy the tradi- 
tions of his people.

I never read a line of either “The Epicnu- 
rean’’ or the poem “Alciphron,”’ but also to give 
the real source;from which ‘‘she’’was ‘ plagiarized”’ 
Fome time ago a lady well acquainted with Atrica 
wrote me some notes of native legends. One of 
them runs as follows: . 

“In the Sneeuw (show) Bergen, Cape Colony, 
there are immense caves which stretch on and 
on under the mountains and the end of which 
has never been found, It is believed by both 
Boers and natives thatin the last cave there is a 
spring of water, which, if one finds and drinks of 
it, gives eternal youth. Tnoere are endless stories 
told of adventurous parties in search of this water 
of life, losing their way, meeting dangers both 
ghostly and bodily, and failing in their object at 
last.

It is quite impossible for 
anybody to write anything that does not in some 
way touch on ground which has already been 
trodden by others. The human mind is limited 
and unchangeable; it never thinks a new thought, 
The most that it can hope todo is to present an old 
one in a new aspect.

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LOVED HIM DESPITE PRISON SARS. 


A Woman’s Pathetic Plea to Have Freedom 
for a Tennessee Convict. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., May 10 —Eighteen years 
ago the doors of the state prison closed upon Frank 
Riddle, of Mason county, who had been sentenced 
to life imprisonment for murdering a German ped- 
dler. There were doubts as to the guilt of Riddle, 
who, refusing to acknowledge the crime and ac- 
cept a term of fifteen years, insisted upou a plea of 
pot guilty. The trial resulted in his conviction, 
and he appealed to the supreme court, which 
granted a new hearing. Asecond verdict against 
him was rendered and he was sent to the peniten- 
tiary. Yearafter year passed. One after another 
of the life-convicts died, and Riddle almost aban- 
doned hope of obtaining his freedom. 

While Governor Taylor was seated in his office 
yesterday a woman walked into theapartment ani 
presented to him a petition for executive clemency 
signed by the lessees and every officer of the prison, 
who stated that Riddle’s lopg incarceration had 
seryed the ends of justice. Accompanying the 
petition was a letter written by the woman who 
bore it. afterthe governor had read the docu- 
ments the lady rose, and, addressing him, said: 

“Governor Taylor, when the man was accused of 
murder I wasengaged to be married tohim. I did 
not believe him guilty, and did not break the en- 
gegement. During the two or three years that the 
trial was pending ] still believed in him, During 
the eighteen ycars of his copfinement I have stuck 
tohim. His parents have died. His brothers and 
sisters are all dead, excepta sister who lives out 
west. The ple who were interested in the case 
then have forgotten him, I am the only friend he 
has in the world. My life has been wrapped upin 
him. I believe in him and have loved him through 
all these long, weary years, and I want you to 
pardon him. I dovotask you to think him an 
innocent man, but for the sake of two lives that 
may yet be happy I implore you to set him free.”

A LARGE PARTY FROM ATLANTA 
ATTEND THE DRILL.
